The infliction of death or outlawry 
would, perhaps, be justifiable in the 
case of a man who was wholly evil 
but no person was ever that.” 

The main argument advanced by

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Canada Has Maintained Lead In ST 


Silver Fox Ranching Industry, 
Which Is Steadily Growing 


Canada was the first to develop the 
breeding of silver foxes in captivity 
and she has so maintained her posi- 
tion in this respect that she is re- 
garded as a world-leader by all 
other countries, whose _ representa- 
tives periodically visit the Dominion 
in search of knowledge and advice in 


the conduct of similar undertakings. | 


While silver fox ranching has been 


exploited here and there by individ- | 


uals who have been stressing its fin- 
ancial possibilities, yet the industry 
as a whole has developed along sound 
and economic lines, due in the first 


place to the foresight of the pioneers | 


and to the valid and conservative 
methods of the fox breeders of Prince 
Edward Island who nursed the silver 
fox industry through its infancy. 


The Canadian National Silver Fox 
Breeders’ Association is the largest 
breed society in the Dominion and 
registers annually a larger number of 
pedigreed animals than is to be 
found in any other species of live 
stock. The 70,883 silver fox pups 
born in 1929, and registered by this 


association, are descended from less | 


than a score of silver foxes taken 


from the wild by the pioneer breed- | 


ers. The remarkable growth of the 
silver fox industry is indicated by 
the figures of the last four years 
taken from Canadian Live Stock 
records, of silver fox pups registered 
by the above association: 1926, 32,- 
355; 1927, 39,767; 1928, 51,624; 1929, 
70,883. 


| 
While Prince Edward Island is still 


the cradle and the home of the in- 
dustry, Silver fox ranching is being 
firmly established in practically every 
province of the Dominion, and is op- 


erating on a very large scale, more.|

tured wild animals has not increased, 


it is estimated that wild pelts com- | 


prise only about 2,000 of this num- 
ber. This estimate is confirmed by 
the fact that at the different fur auc- 
tions pelts of wild foxes formed less 
than two per cent. of the total offer- 
ings.

Fall Wheat 


One of the things which have 
attracted the attention of visitors to

Some of them show an excetlent 
stand and this especially is true of 
the Kharkov strains which originate 
jfrom McDonald, but have been 
grown here for a number of years. 


Under favorable conditions, these 
strains will not outyield the ordinary 
grown spring wheats, but in a dry 
season, as Jast year and this, they 
will outyield the spring wheat by 
about 50 percent. Another advan- 
tage is that it helps diversify labor. 
Seeding may be done on days inthe 
fall when it is too wet for harvesting 
operations and generally speaking, 
they ripen a little ahead of spring- 
sown wheat, although in a wet 
year they may be later. 


A limited amount of seed is avai- 
lable for free distribution. By ap-

The seed should be sown on clean 
summerfallow about the middle of

Outlook Not Brilliant, But Not as 
Fluctuating as Past Year

It is cheering news to a wheat 
country to learn that the carry-over 
of wheat in Canada will be less by 
10,000,000 bushels than at the end of 
the previous crop year. Since early 
in May there has been a steady move- 
ment of grain down the Lakes, the 
railway yards at the head of the 
Lakes and the elevators at the other 
end are emptying. 

The Wheat Pool heads claim that 
prairie governments will sustain no 
loas through guarantee of the Pools. 
The guarantee was in respect to last 
year’s crop and the crop year ended 
on July 15, with the governments’ 
guarantee uncalled, 

It is expected that this year’s crop 
will be more than that of last year. 
So it is doubtful if any very greatly 
improved prices will be reached, But 
with U.S. and Argentine having less- 
ened production, there is every sign 
that Canadian wheat will be less at 
the mercy of fluctuations. If it can 
be sold quickly, it will relieve a cer- 
tain amount of tension. 

Prospects are that Canada this year 
will advance into second place among 
the gold producing countries of the 
world. South Africa holds first place 
and the United States second, but 
present progress in the mines of 
Canada make it appear likely that the 
1929 gold production of $40,000,000 
will this year be increased by fifty 
per cent.

Flew Mail ’Plane 1,500 Miles In One

| Record achievements in the air are 
just part of the day’s work in the 
north country.
